Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives and examiners met to discuss the 
applicant's recently filed RCE. Specifically to discuss the USC 101, 112 and 103 rejections of the office action dated 
October 4, 2005. Applicant's representative presented an overview of the inventive concept of the instant application 
stating that the inventive step lie in the determining of the number/size of group of different images to appear on the 
selected group of packages. 

The USC 101 rejections are moot in view of the recent findings of the Board of Patent Appeal and Interferences. 

The discussion of the USC 1 12 and 103 rejections focused on the "whereby, it appears to the consumer that most of 
the images....: in claim 1 including discussions on the intention of the invention, the meets/bounds of the invention as 
claimed as well as the uncertainty of the whereby phrase. 

Applicant's representative stated they intended to file a supplemental ammendment based on the discussion prior and 
subsequent discussion with the inventor no later than the end of 2005 and expressed an interest in setting up an 
interview upon the submssion of the supplemental amendment. 

No agreement was reached with respect to the claims. 
No patentable subject matter was agreed to. 
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
